married in the County Jail yesterday 


afternoon to Miss Molhe Austin of 
Knights Landing. 


The circumstances surrounding the 
marriage are said to be very romantic, j 
Several years ago Palmer and Miss 
Austin were lovers. They vowed eter­ 
nal fidelity to each other as lovers 
often do, but they kept 
their vows, 
which lovers sometimes do not. 


During their early courtship 
diffi­ 
culties in the way of their 
marriage 
arose, and they drifted apart. 
In the 
meantime Palmer, who was a trusted 
employe of a bank in this city mar­ 
ried. 
The husband's affection for his 


old love was a cause of contention 
between the newly married couple. 


Duving alLthis time' Miss Austin 
remained true-to her first love, and 
it is said that letters passed secretly 
between them. 
Then came 
the 
trouble between Palmer and Phelger, 
another employe on the Fair ranch, 
which ended in the killing of the lat­ 
ter. 


When Miss Austin heard that her 


old lover had committed murder and 


was arrested she was nearly wild with 
grief and made an attempt to get a 
pistol from Sheriff Stanley of Yolo 
County for the purpose of killing 
herself. 
She failed in her purpose 
and shortly afterwards took poison, 
but prompt assistance saved her life.

brought by Mrs. Palmer and Miss 
Austin made no further attempts to 
end her existence. 


A few weeks ago the divorce was 
granted, and yesterday the marriage 
resulted. 
Miss Austin says that if 
her husband is sent to the peneten- 
tiary for six yeais she will wait for 
him and that when he comes out 
tkzy will begin life together in a new 
place.

It would seem to us that at the 
coming session 
of the Legislature 
some steps should be taken toward 
redtstricting the As sembly districts of 
this county. 
At the present time the 
town of Berkeley and Oakland town­ 
ship are divided into two districts, 
the Forty-ninth and the Fifty-first, 
placing everything into the hands of 
Oakland, east and west 
This prac­ 
tically shuts Berkeley out of represen­ 
tation in the affairs of the State 
It 
divides our voting population into 


two 
districts, thereby preventing us 
from putting up a candidate of our 


own 
and erecting him, as by being 
divided both East and West Oakland 
have a majority of the votes and can 
defeat any candidate that is put up 


by Berkeley. 
We are fixed the same 


way 
in the matter of Supervisors and 
are consequently ruled by Oakland 
both in county and in Legislative 
affairs. 


This is entirely unjust and should 
not be allowed to exist any longer* 
and we believe that if the citizens of 
Berkeley will prepare a protest against 
this injustice and send it to Sacra­ 
mento, that the 
members 
of the 
Legislature will see the justness of 
our claims, and will right the wrong 
which the present form of districting 
has done us. This matter is import­ 
ant and should not be delayed, and 


we hope tnat our citizens will take the 
matter up at once and push it to a 
successful determination.
